Friday: Character 1 with ”X rr directly below* 

Saturday: Character 1 with the English T directly below, 

Sunday: Character 1 with the letter "T" laid on its side, top 
cross bar to the left. 

b„ Night Recognition, Upon seeing or hearing planes assumed to be 
Chines© Communist, ground forces should place flares as follows: 

Odd days of the month: 2 red flares, than 1 green. 

Evan days of the month: 1 rod* 1 green* then 1 rod.
